Dr. Brett announced yesterday that he 
had been called upon by the lieutenant 
governor to form a new advisory board, and 
had done so by calling in Messrs. Betts of 
Prince Albert, Richardson of Wolseley, and 
Jelly of North Regina. The lieutenant 
governor had agreed to their controlling 
matters of Territorial finance and legislation, 
but reserved the right to deal with the 
tunds voted by the federal government for 
expenses of government in the Northwest. 
Hie would however consult the advisory 
board on these matters. The federal funds 
for roads and bridges would be divided 
equally amongst the several districts by the 
lieutentant yovernor. Dr. Brett announced 
for himself and colleagues that he accepted 
tho situation as thus defined as being 
according to statute, but reserved the right 
to work in favor of a change to give full 
responsibility to the assembly inall Territor- 
ial matters. In carrying out the system 
laid down, he hoped that himself and 
colleagues would not be held responsible for 
its imperfections, but would receive the 
Support of the house in making the best of 
it. Haultain replied, merely congratulating 
the new advisory council on their entering 
oftice, The position accorded the late 
advisory board by the lieutenant governor 
Was one of control of the funds derived from 
federal as well as Territorial sources, and i 
was on account of his apparent retrograde 
from that position, that the late board 
resigned, while still retaining the confidence 
of a majority ofthe house. 

Haultain moved that the lieutenant gover- 
nor be requested not to constitute police 
officers justices of the peace. He charged 
that decisions were rendered by inferior 
officers in the force on instructions from 
superior officers. Clinkskill, seconded, and 
Richardson supported Haultain’s charges. 
The motion carried. Ross moved for a 


commission to investigate the charges made 
by Haultain.

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THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


The trouble in Regina over the resignation 
of the advisory board, may possibly mark a 
crisis in the struggle for responsible govern- 
ment in the Territories. The particulars 
in connection with the resignation, have not 
been received, but Haultain in announcing it 
said won the whole the business had been 
carried on in accordance with the position 
taken up last year. They had resigned 
besause they were unable to take the 
responsibility for several executive acts. 
Having been elected by the assembly they 
felt their responsibility to it. There had 
been a tendency on the part of the members 
to criticize them, rather than the system, 
and to draw an unfair comparison been 
them and the ideal system which they wish- 
ed for.“ 

Last year when the board was appointed 
the governor gave the assembly to under- 
stand that it in many things, would have 
the powers that in the provinces belonged to 
the ministry, and in this way be a vort of 
substitute for responsible government. 
These expectations would no doubt have 
been realized if we had the right sort of 
governor, one who sincerely desired to give 
the people's representatives as lacge a share 
in the management of their own affairs as 
the law, under which he was working, would 
permit. He could, and it was believed, 
would delegate to his advisory buard some of 
the powers vested in himself, and in this 
way give the work of local administration to 
local men, representing the people. But it 
appears that our governor was not that 
kind of a man. Representing as he does, 
not the people, or the desire of the people of 
the Territories, but the Dominion govern- 
ment’s policy, he did not have to lessen his 
own importance by divesting himself in this 
way of any of his authority over the North- 
west. Instead of increasing the power of 
the board as much as possible, it has not 
been nearly as much as they were led to 
expect, and besides they were expected to 
ansume the responsibility tor acts they had 
nothing to do with. The governor did not 
deem it necessary to take their advice in 
many matters of considerable importance, 
but would listen to them and then instead of 
following the advice given would in some 
Cases gu contrary to it, and it would appear 
that on some matters their advice was not 
even asked for. The governor did not 
appear atall in the assembly but left the 
board to face the members. As independent 
mon there was only one course open to them 
and that was to refuse to longer occupy such 
an anomalous position, and refuse to take 
the responsiblity for acts that they had 
nothing todo with. In this determination 
they were sustained by the assembly. 

The Regina Leader sees no reason for their 
action, as there was no vote of want of 
confidence passed, and it was unreasonable 
for them to expect more powers than the 
act gave them, and that their action, 
together with the actions of those members 
who worried them with their questions, 
wil not raise the practical character of the 
assembly in the eyes of the public, or of the 
Dominion parliament. The Leader over. 
looks the fact that their resignation is the 
strongest possible protest against the exist. 
ing order of things. It ie a protest against 
the hybrid government we now have, and 
it will have e tendency to wake up public 
opinion on this question. So tong as the 
advisory Board continued in existence, the

asunder the newer order he could securely 
sit in his office in government house. and 
let his board face the musie for him. If the 
situation of things that exista at Regina 
does nothing else but wake up the people of 
the Northwest to aconveptionof the irrespon- 
sible nature of our Terri orial executive, and 
arouse them to at once agitate for achange,it 
will be fruitful in good results. It is an 
insult to the intelligence and common sense 
of our best men, for the federal government 
any longer to keep the Northwest in 
ewaddling clothes. As long as the present 
state of affairs continues it is virtually say’ 
ing, you are not old enough, you don't 
know enough, to govern yourselves and so 
we will send up our Dewdneys and Royals to 
do it for you, and if they havea mind to 
listen to your advice all right, and if not all 
right.” The history of the past would lead 
us toconclude that no change will take 
place until one is forced, and the sooner the 
people of this country awake to this know- 
ledge, and combine to demand what they 
have failed to secure by asking, the sooner 
they will have their righte granted. It is 
certainly humiliating to have to go, hat in 
hand to Ottawa. for every dollar needed and 
for permission to do as we like with it after 
it. is geoured, with the yearly danger of 
being punished byhaving part of it withheld, 
it we do not act with becoming humility. 
If the resignation of the advisory board will 
effect the desired result it would not be too 
much to pay, or if that fails if the resigna- 
tion of the whole assembly would secure it, 
or ut least awaken, not only the people of 
the Territories, but the Dominion govern- 
ment, to the urgent necessity there is for the 
granting of full responsible government to 
the Northwest Territories, it would be 
cheaply secured, and in this case the ond 
would justify the neans.

Add to this the fact that 
persons intending to settle in some part of 
the territories are persuaded to take up land 
along the railway, and deterred by absolute- 
ly false statements as to the aridity of soil 
and rigour of climate of the country any 
distance north of the railway. I can readily 
understand an Englishman being utterly 
disappointed as he views from his Pullman 
or his colonist car for some hundreds of 
miles through the territories little else but 
barren wastes. It is now conceded that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway does not in great 
part pass through good country’ The route 
selected may have been the best, having 
regard to imperial, military, and immediate 
financial considerations; but it may be 
mentioned that the rival route lay consider- 
ably north. And now the Canadian Pacific 
Railway are surendering to the government 
their lands along the line, and selecting land 
in the valley of the North Saskatchewan 
River, upon which stands, at the head of 
navigation, the little town of Edmonton. A 
railway isin course of construction from 
Regina to Saskatoon; thence it will proceed 
northwesterly, and must inevitably cross the 
river at or near Edmonton on its way to the 
Pacific. This will traverse an excellent 
farming country, but no better, and probably 
not so good, as that in North Albesta, of 
which Edmonton is the centre. 
As I have intimated, immigation has 
been slow, but few once settled have desired 
to leave, and those who for some reason have 
gone away were careful not to dispose of 
aay real property they might have, and in 
nearly all cases have speedily eturned. I 
know of no country where a living can be 
more comfortably and surely made, and by 
industrious and intelligent work anyone on a 
farm can realize more than a competence. 
Edmonton iteelf contains a population of 
600, notin any way engaged in farming. 
There are successful merchants, skilled 
mechanics in all trades, bankers, parsons, 
doctora, lawyers, all of whom depen not so 
much upon the town os upon the farmers 
surrounding it. The country is magnificent 
in its fertility; it is well wooded and watered, 
of parklike appearance, and the prairie of 
Manitoba and the e uthern part of the terri- 
tories are no more to he compared with it 
than is the landscape of Holland to that of 
the South of England. Although the land 
which was open for free grant homesteading 
within, say, radius of seven miles of Ed. 
monton has been taken up, occupied, and 
cultivated, beyond that radius there are 
unlimited quantities of land still open, 
equally well adapted for agriculture.

more severely and searchingly than I ever 
have here at 50 degrees below zero. The 
intense cold lasts only two or three days, 
and in this wood protected north we are 
shielded from blizzards most completely. 
When the themometer registers low their is 
no wind. As an Englishmen, I can truth- 
fully say that the winters are more pleasure- 
able than trying: and to agriculturists, at 
least, it will be interesting to know that they 
are four weeks shorter than in Manitoba. 
There is wood in abundance for building and 
fencing, and it need be for firing, but it is 
not much used for the latter purpose, owia 
to the presence of first class coal in all 
directions. It is mined and delivered in the 
town at $3.50 per ton. All along the Saskat- 
chewan and Sturgeon Rivers the deposite 
are practically inexhaustible. 

The mineral wealth of the country is un- 
known, but this much may be said: there 
are about fifty men washing gold on the 
river. Without any machinery, except 
simple, hon.espun appliances, they realise 
from $8to $10a day, according to the bars 
they ‘‘strike,” and their care and experience. 
I know of one firm of shopkeepers who have 
this season taken in $5,000 worthin exchange. 
The source of this annual crop ot gold has 
not been discovered; it is, of course, up the 
river above Edmonton. I have never seen 
— 0 — out of employment here who was 
willing to work. en who come from the 
Old Country with iittle capital should not 
go mining; let them stick to farming, in as 
many branches as they like, and they will 
do well immediately, and in afew years 
become affluent, A small capital judiciously 
expended will do wondees. ere are many 
Old Countrymen settled pretty closely 
round the district. A man is not by any 
means isolated. The ple, as well as being 
industrious and hospitable in the extreme, 
are intelligent and progressive, and not at 
all unmindful of the amenities and — 
of social and intellectual lite. They who 
come with the railway will be wise, but they 
who come in advance will be wiser. There 
is now crown land to be had for the asking, 
and if more than a homestead is required 
can be purchased at $2 an acre.

ASSEMBLY NOTES. 


The two most interesting events in the 
assembly proceedings, was the resignation 
of the advisory board, and the debate on Mr. 
Cayley’s memorial to the federal govern- 
ment to have the French language discon- 
tinued as an official language iu the Territor- 
ies, It has come out that the real reason of 
the resignation of the board resigning was 
that frequently the board would meet and 
take action in certain matters, and then 
when such action did not fully accord with 
the views of Mr. Royal, he ignored them 
entirely, and did as he pleased. 


The discussion on the dual language 
question occupied all the afternoon of the 
20th, nearly all the members taking part. 
The house was moved into committee of the 
whole on the following memorial brought in 
from a special committee, To his excellency 
the governor general and the honorable the 
senate and commons of Canada. Whereas 
by section 110 of N. W. T. act it is enacted 
that Either the English or the French 
language may be used by any person in the 
debates of the legislative assembly of the 
Territories, and in the proceedings 
before the courts; and both these languages 
shall be used in the records and journals of 
the assembly, and all ordinances made under 
this act shall be printed in both these 
languages; and whereas this assembly is of 
the opinion that the sentiment of the people 
of the Northwest Territories is against the 
continuance of the section recited, on the 
grounds that the needs of the Territories do 
not demand the official recognition of a dual 
language inthe Northwest, or the expendi- 
ture necessitated by the same; and whereas 
this assembly is also of the opinion that 
sound public policy demands the discontinu- 
ance of two official languages in the North- 
west; Therefore your petitioners humbly 
pray—That the said sectlon 110 of the said 
act be repealed at the next session of parliu- 
ment.“ The chairman stated that the 
question had been held over for several days 
to allow Judge Rouleau to be present. After 
Cayley, Thorburn and Richardson had 
argued in favor of the memorial, and 
Mitchell against it, Justice Rouleau made a 
long speech ably urging his side of the 
question. He wanted the question to stand 
until the next election and let it be decided 
at the polls. It was not a matter of national- 
ity but of conscience. He spoke French 
long before he spoke English and yet was as 
good a Canadian as any of them and loved 
the Queen as loyally as any man. Language 
did not make nationality. The Americans 
spree English and yet were not Englishman. 
If they wanted to perpetuate the French 
language they had only to coerce the French 
people. If the province of Quebec were 
asked to decide between England or France 
their would not be even a minority for 
France. There was something behind all 
this, They. wanted to get a slap at a certain 
class, They had the right acquired by 
centuries and also by the Treaty of Paris, 
Sutherland, Haultain, Neff and Ross replied 
to the Judges argument ani claimed, the 
ers were strongly in favor of the petition.
